We know that there are a lot of you out there (over 1,200) producing a plethora of creative, 
high-quality presentations. Why not share your productions with others in the MII Users 
Association and simultaneously give yourself the chance to win a gold, silver, bronze, or 
certificate of merit award in the 1993 MII Users Video Awards?!? 


We have received several video entries from users throughout the country, but we are anxious 
to get submissions from many more of you. For this reason, we are extending the deadline for 
entries to December 31, 1993. We know that the holiday season is a busy one, but you have a 
whole extra month to get your cassettes in the mail. 


A few of the same questions about the contest have been asked repeatedly, so we are going to 
print the answers here, lest any of you have refrained from sending in your productions because 
of a common uncertainty:

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Leasing through the Association 


The МИ Users Association will continue to offer its members the opportunity to lease through the association in 
order to take advantage of special low rates that Chesapeake Leasing and Balboa Capital have extended to MII Users. 
Abbreviated versions of the leasing procedure and application requirements follow with the rate charts. 


The 8 basic steps to leasing through the association: 


1) Review the rates for each company listed. (See below for instructions on how to figure your monthly payment.) 
Consult your accountant or financial advisor to determine the deal that best suits your financial needs (tapes and 
other factors considered). 

Call one (or both) of the companies’ contacts listed and ask for an application. Ensure that you let them know you 
are a member of the MII Users Association. (They will follow up and check with us.) 

Get a quote from your dealer for the equipment you wish to acquire. Let the dealer know this will be an MII Users 
Association lease. 

Submit the application and required documents indicating the equipment list. 

Notify the association to let us know you've submitted the application and we will track its progress. 

When approved, notify the dealer, who will interface with the leasing company to officially sell the gear. 
(Remember, the leasing company is purchasing the gear then leasing it to you.) If you're not approved for some 
reason and you are dissatisfied with the explanation, let the association know. We will make every attempt to help 
you. 

When the gear is delivered, run it through its paces to ensure it works OK. (This is important.) If it does not 
function properly, notify the dealer and the leasing company. If it functions properly, notify the leasing company 
and start using the gear. Make sure you make all payments promptly. 

8) Let the association know when the deal is complete. The process is now over. (Go have a beer.) 


To figure your monthly payment, multiply the rate factor (in the rate chart) times the purchase price. (i.e. for 
Chesapeake Leasing, True Lease Option, price of $20,000 for 60 months: Payment = $20,000 x .02140 = $428/month.)

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The MII Dude 


The Great Battery Debate Charges On 


In the October issue of the newsletter, we printed an 
article by MII Dude entitled "Battery Care — Charging, 
Discharging, and Temperature." The following is a 
response to МИ Dude from MII user Denny Goodrich of 
Iowa State University's Media Production Unit. 


Dear Dude, 


1 read your battery management article with great interest 
(as I do all battery articles), and I would like to rebut 
some of your statements. I have made a minor study of 
NiCads, having been involved in video production since 
1973 and a radio control airplane hobbyist for nearly 20 
years. Getting good performance from NiCads is 
important to video production equipment but is essential 
to the safe operation of radio control aircraft. 


]. In your article, the term "trickle" is always misused for 
the term "standard." 


2. The charger type you referred to as "trickle" is really 
"standard." This charge rate depends on the capacity of 
the cells in question and is defined as C/10, where C is 
the rated capacity of the cells. For example, a standard 
Charge rate for a four ampere (4000 milliamperes) battery 
is 4000/10, or 400 milliamperes. The charge rate defined 
as "trickle" is .02C or less. In the case of our 4 amp 


battery, this would be .02 x 400 or 8 milliamperes. This | 


is purely a maintenance charge and is not useful in 
charging up a battery from depletion; however, it will 
safely maintain full charge for an unlimited time and is 
highly recommended. ALL NiCads can be trickle 
charged safely. 


3. Paragraph two under "Temperature" states that "When 
a cell is charging it can hold only so much current." I am 
Sorry, but batteries do not store current; they store a 
charge of electrons. Current is only a measure of a flow 
of electricity. 


4. Also under "Temperature," in the next paragraph down 
you say that a high resistance cell will load down the 
pack and draw more current. First, it is the load, not the 
battery, that draws current. Second, a higher resistance 
cell cannot supply as much current; therefore, the other 
cells in the pack will run down before it does. If you 
would look into it further, you would find that individual 
cell failures have as their victims cells that have the 
lowest internal resistance in the pack, i.e. they never 
completely charge up because of their lower resistance, 
yet they are the first cells in the pack to be fully 
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discharged. (More on the term "fully discharged" later.) 


5. Please! Wipe the term "battery memory" from, well, 
your, memory!!! This is a hold-over from 40 years ago 
and cells just do not have trouble with this any longer. 
Memory only ever occurred under two conditions. IF you 
were to discharge a battery in the same device, for exactly 
the same time for many discharge cycles, you might 
develop a memory problem. This memory effect can be 
erased with one discharge below that level. The other 
condition is that of cells that have been continuously 
overcharged. If you think memory is your problem, 
seriously look at your chargers and how you use them. 


6. WARNING! WARNING! Take the "Discharging" 
section and strike it from the last edition of М Playback 
so that no one in the future will ever try to use it! You 
incorrectly use the term "fully" and encourage us to 
discharge our batteries "completely" after every (11!) shoot 
to keep full capacity. This is like telling me that the 18 
gallon gas tank in my van will not really hold 18 gallons 
unless I run it dry! The supposedly cost saving discharge 
idea offered here will cost you big time in the long run. 
Here is where I want to call your attention to the term 
“fully discharged.” The problem may be semantic, but 
the effects is misinterpretation are concrete: “fully 
discharged" and "completely discharged" are not 
equivalent terms. 


A NiCad's nominal cell voltage is 1.2 volts per cell. If 
you plot a discharge curve of the voltage versus time, you 
will see that the curve will literally dive from its 
previously flat discharge curve after the cell voltage 
reaches 1.1 volts per cell. This long, flat discharge curve 
is what makes NiCads so useful, but when you get below 
1.1 volts per cell, the usable voltage is gone; therefore, it 
is said to be fully discharged. That is why a recorder is 
programmed to shut down when the battery pack reaches 
this level. 


MII Man, you misuse the term “fully discharge" when 
you tell us to take the battery to 0 volts. You are really 
telling us to discharge it completely. This is BAD for 
seated NiCads, especially if you bring them back to 
charge with a standard rate charger. The chance of the 
weakest cell in the pack actually reversing its polarity is 
great. If you monitor the voltage on any commercial 
battery cycler, you will see that the discharge will 
terminate at around 1.1 volts per cell. Please, don't 
discharge your packs completely. 





The newest computer controlled chargers and computer 

monitored battery packs may be able to do this complete 

discharge business, which does have applications in 

matching cells and balancing out packs. If balancing * Production Truck 
packs is what you are after, each cell should be 

discharged individually. If you wish to extract the most * MII Format 
performance from your batteries, you will want to . 

emulate the hard core radio control electric car and Ф Ikegami HL-79 Cameras 
airplane racers. This means that you will want to (1) take 

your packs to zero volts after each use, (2) keep them in a 

freezer until you are ready to use them again, (3) peak 

charge them at the last minute before use (it should only Aff or dab le Rates 

take about 30 minutes or so), and (4) freeze them again 

until next time! This really works for getting every 

possible amp/hour of power from a NiCad, but the return For more information

(The 200CLE camera will 
be retired from the sidelines and used 
for telecine transfers; Penn State 
boasts one of the nation's largest 
football archives, with film dating 
back to the 1930s.) 

Palmgren had a positive 
experience testing MII equipment 
during the Fiesta Bowl two years ago. 
Also, he was convinced by his 
counterpart at the Pac 10 UCLA 
Bruins, who oversaw a similar 
upgrade to MII a year ago. 

“I am impressed with MII's 
quality of construction," said 
Palmgren.

Houston purchased 19 EnHanced 
Series MII VTRs to replace aging 
Betacam equipment. According to 
film and video coordinator Brian 
Bray, "Houston selected the MII 
format over Betacam for a number of 
reasons. First and foremost, MII 
quality is interchangeable with 
Betacam." 

He continued, "MII ensured 
compatibility with our partners in the 
Southwest Conference, more than 
90% of whom use this format. Also, 
this purchase is part of the Univer- 
sity's long-term plan to build a new 
athletic building with 19 meeting 
rooms. We will be making 
incremental equipment investments, 
and the cost efficiencies of MII were 
compelling." 

Houston's equipment upgrade 
includes an assortment of AU-55H 
portable MII VTRs, AU-63H MII 
studio players with Auto Tracking, 
and AU-65H studio recorders/editors. 
The МП VTRs will be installed at 
nine coaching stations and in the 
offensive and defensive coaching 
rooms. Also, the Cougars travel with 
two AU-55H portables and two AU- 
63H players. 

Bray also oversaw the purchase 
of four WV-F500 3-CCD digital 
Signal processing cameras that are 
docked to AU-45H VTRs. "The 
cameras are great," Bray said. "with 
their high speed shutter, low light 
capabilities, light weight and 
ergodynamics, they seem to be 
tailormade for sports." 

Bray added that it was "very easy 
to switch out the Betacam for the MII 
equipment." "Setting up our editing 
system was likewise a simple proce- 
dure," he said. "The MII equipment 
interfaces very well with our Sports- 
Tech computer-controlled editor." 

Ultimately, Bray said the new 
athletic building, scheduled for 
completion within three years, will 


Offer resources to campus-wide sports, 
not just football. "MIT's built-in 
compatibility with S-VHS will be a 
valuable plus, as all of Houston's 
teams except football will train with 
5-УН5," he concluded.

NAB 1993 Revisited 


The more things change, the 
more they stay the same. The follow- 
ing is a transcript of the speech Jerry 
Beck, from Vanguard Productions, 
gave at the 1993 NAB Convention. 
Though last March seems like a 
world away, the ideas he expressed 
then continue to hold true today. 

It is wonderful to be here. I just 
spoke with a young lady who was the 
number one MII salesman, sales 
person, Jan Crittenden. Number one 
sales person, more than anybody else. 
Guess what? I have sold more MII 
than anybody else. I bought it first. 
All of you are my children. I'm 
vindicated. 

By the way, because we have so 
many of our friends from Japan with 
us, they have a wonderful tradition. 
When you go to a friends home, 
before you go in the home, I believe, 
you're allowed to take off your shoes. 
Am І correct? Well, for any of you 
who want to or have been on the 
NAB floor as long as I have, if you 
want to slip that puppy off (takes off 
his shoes) I'll tell you, man, it feels 
great. My feet are having a party. 

Anyway, the fact that when we 
bought MII and everybody else was 
saying, "You bought a what?" NBC 
and I made the decision on the same 
day. It took probably a hundred of 
them. It took my brother, the 
engineer, five minutes to say "that's 
what we are buying." We still use 
МП. Ironically, we started 
numbering our tapes when they first 
came in and we had a nice little 
thing, three digit number. Well, we 
are now into four digits. Every roll of 
tape when it comes in has a number 


assigned. And I commented last year 
that our number one tape, the very 
first roll of tape we ever had come 
through still makes pictures, and it 
still looks good. And in — what has it 
been, seven years? — we've only had 
two rolls of tape that were bad. 

That's MII. I want to point out a 
couple of things. First, if you haven't 
had the coleslaw over here, it is really 
good. It is made in an Ampex 
machine. You can throw it right in 
and they have got a chassis that will 
shred that cabbage. Secondly, I 
should answer the big question: Is 
Vanguard going to go D3, or are we 
going D5? Well, we are going D8. If 
you haven't heard about it, it's 
nuclear. D9 is still in the works. It's 
solar. And D10 is wind up. (laughter 
and applause) 

Recently, they were talking about 
the MII Trade In deal for 3/4". 
Maybe we will, next year, hear about 
the D5 Trade In program. You see, 
all of the D5 users in the world are 
sitting here at the MII Users meeting. 
The D5 user of tomorrow is an МП 
user of today. So it may not happen 
this year, but it would be nice to just 
think of all those poor guys who 
bought BETA who want D5 and we 
get a tremendous discount on a D5 
machine because we bought MII. 

See, I really think D5 is going to be 
"THE" format. And, in time, all 
those guys who bought BETA, well 
now, they'll just have to go and pay 
full sticker. 

A couple of thoughts, a couple of 
suggestions. By the way, some may 
want to write down that D5 Trade In 
idea! Just scribble out the word 3/4" 
and add МП. Anyway, one of the 
things that we have done at our 
company to offset the conversation, 
"What, it's not on BETA?" from a 
potential client is to be perfectly 
honest. We don't sell technology. 

We never did. We never will. What 
we sell is the communication. We 
make a program on videotape most of 
the time and deliver it on VHS! How

we make it is nowhere near as 
important as did it make our clients’ 
cash register ring. I'm in the 
communication business. I'm not in 
the technology business. So when I -- 
I'll digress for just a minute. Some 
years ago I got a phone call from a 
guy in New York. I love these. "Hey, 
we're gonna do a shoot in Columbus 
and we need a crew. What kind of 
cameras do you have?" Now I know 
that if I don't say HL79 I'm not going 
to get the job. I couldn't afford 
HL79's. So I told him I had 
FIOBACH 9065, And there is a 
pause on the phone. And they guy 
says, "Oh yeah, I've heard about 
those. I hear they're pretty good." So 
when somebody comes to me and the 
first words out their mouths are 
"What format do you use? What 
cameras do you use? What digital 
effect do you use?" they are not 
buying what I sell. 

What I sell is communication. 
We do all of the video, worldwide, for 
Toledo Scale Company. Everything 
in this room was weighed five times, 
and most of the time on a Toledo 
Scale. The Vice President of Toledo 
Scale, who we've been working with 
for seven years, — believe me, he has 
been pitched by every company in 
America - has never asked me "What 
kind of format? What kind of tape do 
you use?" What he wants to know is 
"Can I sell scales? Can I train people? 
Can I teach people?" I use videotape 
as a training tool. His product is on 
1/2" VHS. He doesn't really care 
what I made it on. He buys the 
content from me, not technology. 

Now, if my pictures were bad I 
would lose him. My pictures aren't 
bad. My pictures aren't any worse or 
any better than BETA or any other 
format. But the product we make 
communicates. The end result is 
what he came to me for. 

I frequently pick up any of the 
trade publications and I see ads for 
"Top Production House -- Bring all of 
your productions to us". I have never 
run an ad in a trade publication 
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because the people who read those 
don't hire me. They're my 
competition. I love it when I see 
these full page ads from my 
competition in my town. His is 
spending his money to tell me where 
he is spending his money. My point 
is you don't need to be quite as "Oh, 
gee, I have MII. I'm sub -- 
subsuperior. I'm МП." that's not true. 
If you are good at telling a story, 
if you are good at communication, 
then the box with the buttons on it 
really isn't — excuse me because all 
you Panasonic people sell them -- but 
it really isn't important. It's can you 
communicate with them. All these 
devices are tools for us. One of the 
suggestions that I might make to all 
of you or to the Users Group is on 
every program we make that has 
credits, it says "produced on 
Panasonic МП videotape." It says 
that right on the credits. Why? You 
know, somebody is watching a VHS 


‘tape I made called "You and Your 


Band Saw" or "Pick Up Your 
Screwdriver" or "Tune in Tomorrow" 
or something like that. And when the 
credits are rolling by they see 
"produced on МП -- on Panasonic 
MII videotape.” Now, I just put 
myself in mass company. I put 
Panasonic on there. When you go to 
any movie, any movie when the 
credits are rolling, haven't you seen 
Panavision or one of the camera 
manufacturers as though we were all 
to leave the theater and go buy one. 
But it is a subtle way of continually 
putting out the name Panasonic and 
МП, Panasonic and MII. Put it on 
the end of your tape. 

Panasonic has to move forward. 
They have to sell other products. The 
world is changing. The technology is 
changing. The wonderful part is they 
aren't saying, "Goodbye, we got your 
money." Now. They're -- these guys 
from Panasonic who would much 
rather be over there in the booth 
selling to new customers than here -- 
they're going to give up a portion of 
their day to listen to existing MII 


customers. And that is nice! 

I'll wrap it up. I know we are 
running late, we always are. I made 
the suggestion to Panasonic years 
ago, four years ago, three years ago, 
two years ago, and I'll make it again 
to Panasonic today. Never sell 
another machine of any type without 
putting a roll of tape in the box. You 
have no idea of the frustration. We 
bought MII. The truck came. They 
unloaded them. We plugged them in. 
And, we went, "Oh, sh ". Can you 
imagine the guy. He mortgaged his 
house, sold his children, bought MII 
machines, and he doesn't have any 
tape. Put that blank roll of tape in 
every machine you sell D2, D3, D4, 
D5. Just one roll. How much can it 
cost? I'll call FUJI for you if that is 
all it takes. 

I have another suggestion for the 
gentlemen from Panasonic. If five of 
you took the Users List and every 
week called thirty of us, in twenty 
weeks you will have talked to all of 
us. Just pick up the phone, "Hey, I'm 
with Panasonic. I'm important. I'm 
sitting here in Secaucus, and, I 
thought I would call you out there in 
East Overshoe and find out how 
things are going". We'd be thrilled. 
Create a dialogue. We're busy. But, 
can you imagine if your secretary, 
who is probably your wife or your 
sister says, "There is a guy from 
Panasonic on the phone, and he is 
paying for the call". Whoa, think 
about it. If you took the Users List, 
divided it up and said, "Let's call 
these people. Let's find out what they 
are happy about. Let's find out what 
they are not happy about." Boy, we'd 
love to talk to you. 

I think I said everything I wanted 
to. So here L am the oldest user with 
the first MII machines! And you 
know what? They're still working. 
And take last year in the recession, in 
the depression, or whatever. Well, 
last year was the biggest year my 
company ever had. MII is one of the 
reasons why. Thank you for 
listening. Thank you. O
